G.S.R. 1556. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the recruitment and condi- 
tions of service of the person appointed as Chairman of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Appellate Board, namely — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Foreign Exchange Regulation Appellate Board 
Chairman (Recruitment and Conditions of Service) Rules, 
1976. 

S Thcy shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
1 in the official Gazette. 

2. Qualifications for recruitment.— (1) A person shall not 
be qualified for appointment as Chairman unless — 

(i) he has for at least ten years held a civil judicial post; 

or 

(ii) he has been a member of the Central Legal Service 
(not below Grade I) for at least three years; or 

(iff) he has been in practice as an advocate for at least 
ten yean. 

(2) No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment as Chairman; 


Provided that the Central Government, if satisfied that such 
marriage is permissible under the personal Jaw applicable to 
such person and the other parly to the mauiage and theic are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any prison from the 
operation ot this rule, 

3. Medical fitness, — No person shall be appointed as Chair- 
man unless he is declared medically fit by a Medical Board 
to be constituted by the Centinl Government for the pin pose, 
unless he has already been deelaied fit by an equivalent 
authority. 

4. Probation. — (1) Every person appointed us Chairman 
shall be on piobation foi a period ol two years. 

(2) The Cential Government may in the case of any 
person, extend or 1 educe the period ot his probation 

(3) At any time during the period of probation and without 
any reasons being assigned, such person may be discharged 
from service as Chairman, 

5. Classification. — The Chairman shall be a member of the 
General Central Service, group A, Gazetted, unless he is a 
member of any other Central Civil Service. 

6. Pay. — The pay of the Chairman shall be Rs. 3,000 per 
month. 

7. Term of office of Chairman. — Subject to the provision 
of rule 4, a person appointed as Chaiiman shall hold office 
for a term of five years or until he attains the age of sixty 
years, whichever is earlier. 

8. Retirement benefits. — (I) The Chairman who, at the 
time of his appointment as Chaiiman, was holding a pension- 
able post under a Government in a permanent capacity 
shall be eligible for pension in accordance with the rules for 
pension applicable to him at the time of his retirement. 

(2) The Chairman to whom sub-rule (1) does not apply 
shall be entitled to Contributory Provident Fund benefits in 
accordance with the Contributory Provident Fund Rules 
(India) 1962. 

9. Other conditions of service. — The conditions of service 
of the Chairman in respect of matters for which no provision 
is made in these rules shall be the same as may for the time 
being he applicable to other employees of the Government of 
India of a corresponding status. 

10. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reason to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons. 

11. Intepretation— Tf any question arises relating to the 
interpretation of these rules, it shall be referred to Central 
Government.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provision of these rules with 
repect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

— The following draft of certain rules further 
lo amend the Aiicraft Rules, 19.17, which the Central Gov- 
ernment proposes to make, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 5 of the Aircuift Act, 1934 (22 Of 1934), 
is heicby published for the information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the 
draft will be taken irdo consideration after a petiod of 
three months from the date on which the copies of the 
Official Gazette in which this notification is published are 
made available to the public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
expiry' of the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. These tides may be called the Aircraft ( 

Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, — 

(1) in rule 38, for clauses (a) and (b), the following clauses 
shall iespectively be susbtituted, namely : — 

“(a) Student Pilot's Licence (for actoplanes, helicoptcis, 
gliders and buffoons), 

(b) Private Pilot’s Licence (for aeroplanes, helicopters, 
and balloons),”; 

(2) in rule 38A, — 

(a) in sub-rule (1), in clause (b), — 

(i) for the words and brackets "(other than a glider)”, 

the words and brackets “(other than a glider or 
a balloon)’’ shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the provisos, the following piovisos shall be 

substituted, namely : 

“Provided that an aircraft other than a glider or 
a balloon which is the property of, or is 
being used by, a duly constituted flying club 
or a ballooning club may be flown by a per- 
son holding a Student or a Private Pilot's 
Licence for the purpose of receiving instruc- 
tions or of qualifying for renewal of a licence 
or for issue of a higher category of licence ; 

Provided further that an aircraft other than a 
glider or a balloon which is the property of, 
or being used by, a duly constituted flying 
club or a ballooning club flown by a mem- 
ber and can ying a person otherwise than for 
the purpose of insti tiding such person in fly- 
ing, shall not, for the purpose of this rule, 
be deemed to be flown for public transport, 
if, however, in respect of such carriage, pay- 
ment is made, either directly or Indirectly, to 
to the pilot of the aircraft or the pilot of the 
aircraft is a paid employee of the flying club 
or ballooring club, the aircraft shall be deem- 
ed to be flown for public transport.”; 
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(b) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted, namely : — - 

2. (a) Every aircraft which is being used for the pur- 
pose of giving dual instruction in piloting shall 
carry a person holding an appropriate profes- 
sional pilot’s licence, that is, a Commercial, 
Senior Commercial or Airline Transport Pilot’s 
Licence or a Glider Pilot’s Licence or a Private 
Pilot’s Licence for balloons, as the case may be, 
which has an appropriate Flight Instructor’s or 
Assistant Flight Instjuctor’s rating issued in ac- 
cordance with Schedule II, or a permit issued 
in writing by the Director General. 

(b) No person other than a person having a Flight 
Instructor’s or Assistant Flight Instructor’s rating 
shall impart instructions in piloting an aircraft, 
unless he has been specifically authorised in 
writing by the Director General to impart such 
instructions.’’ 

3. in Schedule II, after Section S’, the following Sections 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

SECTION T 

STUDENT PILOT’S LICENCE (BALLOONS) 

1. Requirements for issue of licence.— An applicant for a 
Student Pilot’s licence shall satisfy the following require- 
ments, namely : — 

(a) Age : He shall be not less than 17 years of age on 
the date of application; 

(b) Medical Fitness : He shall produce on a prescribed 
proforma a certificate of physical fitness from an 
approved medical practitioner after undergoing a 
medical examination during which he shall have 
established his medical fitness on the basis of com- 
pliance with the requirements as notified by the 
Director General under rule 39-B; 

(c) Knowledge : He shall pass an oral examination in 
the following subjects, namely : — 

(i) Air Regulations. — including flight rules und air 
traffic control practices and procedures and re- 
gulations concerning operation of balloon; 

(ii) Air Navigation, — elementary principles of air navi- 
gation including elementary knowledge of aero- 
nautical maps, magnetism, magnetic compasses, 
sample navigational instruments und simple flight 
planning; 

(iii) Aviation Meteorology— elementary knowledge of 
meteorology ; 

fiv) Aircraft and instruments— basic theory of flights 
and a rostatics and operating limitations of 
balloons. 

2. Validity : The licence shall be valid for a period not 
exceeding 12 months from the date On which he is declared 
fit in the medical examination. 

3. Renewal : The licence may be renewed for a period not 
exceeding 12 months from the date on which he is declared 
fit in a fresh medical examination subject to the condition that 
the total validity of the licence shall not exceed 24 months 
from the date of issue. 

4. Privileges : A holder of a Student Pilot’s Licence shall 
be entitled to fly within the Indian territory only as Pilot-in- 
command of a balloon, provided that — -(a) he shall fly at 
all times under the authority and supervision of u licensed 
holder of a Balloon Pilot’s licence; (b) he shall fly under 
VFR only; (c) he shall not carry passengers, animals or 
goods or fly for hire, reward or remuneration of any kind. 

SECTION U 

PRIVATE PILOT’S LICENCE (BALLOONS) 

I. Requirements for issue of licence. — An applicant for a 
Private Pilot’s Licence shall satisfy the following require- 
ments : — 


(a) Age : He shall be not less than 17 years of age on 

the date of application; 

(b) Medical Fitness: He shall produce on a prescribed 
proforma a certificate of physical fitness from an 
approved medical practitioner after undergoing a 
medical examination during which he shall have 
established his medical fitness on the basis of com- 
pliance with the requirements as notified by the 
Director General under rule 39-B ; 

(c) Knowledge : He shall pass a written examination 
in the following subjects, namely : — 

(i) Air Regulations — including flight rules and air 

traffic control practices and procedures und re- 
gulations concerning operation of balloons; 

(ii) Air Navigation — elementary principles of air navi- 

gation including elementary knowledge and use 
of aeronautical maps and charts, ticc, mag- 
netism, magnetic compasses, navigational instru- 
ments fitted in balloons and visual navigation; 

(iii) Aviation Meteorology — elementary aviation meteo- 

rology including significance of aerodrome meteo- 
rology observations and warnings ; elementary 
knowledge in reading meteorological charts and 
meteorological procedures relating to cross 
country flights; salient features of Indian clima- 
tology; 

(iv) Aircraft Instruments— basic theory of flight and 

aerostatics; a balloon and its accessories, infla- 
tion, rigging, management of an ascent, pre- 
cautions against low and high altitudes, as well 
as patching a ripping seam — Instruments used in 
balloon flights. 

(d) Experience : He shall produce evidence of having 
satisfactorily completed as pilot of a balloon not 
less than 8 ascents of an average duration of one 
hour including (i) 6 ascents under instruction (ii) 
one ascent in control under supervision of a pro- 
perly rated balloon pilot, to an altitude of not 
less than 1500 meters above sea level, and 
(iii) one ascent under supervision as the sole occu- 
pant of the balloon. 

(e) Skill : He shall have demonstrated his competency 

to the satisfaction of the examiner by undergoing 
a flying test to demonstrate his ability to perform 
both normal ascents and manoeuvres under differ- 
ent circumstances appropriate to the balloon used 
in the test within a period of six months imme- 
diately preceding the date of application. 

2. Validity : The period of validity shall commence from 
the date of issue or renewal of the licence. The licence 
shall be valid for a period not exccding 24 months from the 
date on which the applicant is declared fit in the medical 
examination, if the applicant is below 38 years of age, and 
not exceeding 12 months from the date of such medical 
examination, if the applicant is 38 years of age or above, 
except when an applicant is medically examined for the 
renewal of his licence during 30 days immediately preced- 
ing the date of the expiry of licence, in which case full 
period of validity as applicable may be allowed from the 
date of expiry. 

3. Renewal : The licence may be renewed on receipt of 
satisfactory evidence of the applicant — 

(a) having undergone a medical examination in accord- 

ance with clause (b) of paragraph 1; 

(b) having satisfactorily completed at least 5 ascents as 
Pilot-in-command of which at least one ascent 
should be to an altitude of 1500 Metres or above 
within a period of 6 months immediately preceding 
the date of the application or in lieu thereof 
having satisfactorily completed the flying test as 
laid down in clause (e) of paragraph 1 within the 
same period.
